Elsewhere in this issue will be found the 
advertisement of Ames Plantation, Grand 
Junction, Tennessee, telling of the building 
of the foundation of that most impoitant 
herd in the South. It tells how Mr. Ames 
foresaw the value of the great bull Ames 
Plantation Beau when but a calf, and reserv- 
ed him for chief stock bull in the laying of 
the foundation of his herd. It recites the 
splendid top line of sires appearing in the 
tabulation and makes reference to the other 
good bulls included. 

The Journal would like to mention some 
of the others in order that readers may have 
some conception of the valuable lines that 
may be assembled through judicious mat- 
ing. Blackbird Jim was many times a cham- 
pion ; Equerry of Ballindalloch was one of 
Sir Geo. Macpherson Grant’s prize Elbas by 
the great bull Iliad, a Highland winner ap- 
pearing no less than three times; Edric, a 
Highland champion in 1898, all these and 
many more appearing in the top half of the 
tabulation when carried out six generations. 

The dam, Blackbird of Woodcote was a 


granddaughter of Prince Ito another Grant 
production and winner of championship at 
the Highland in 1897 and 1899, by Eltham 
who had turned the same trick in 1893, his 
sire being Iliad; Justice the Highland Cham- 
picn of 1884 appears once and Bell’s Eclips- 
er twice. Gay Lad was a champion at many 
of the leading shows and was bred by Wal- 
lace Estill, of Missouri, his sire Gay Black- 
bird was a winner at the Columbian Exposi- 
tion in 1893. Guinea was a Highland win- 
ner and his sire Cash also held that honor 
for the vear 1888.

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The Blacks Make Hit in California Sale 


For nearly three geaig it ae 
en customary to hold an annua 
pcr sale of beef. bred bulls at 
Tniversity Farm, Davis, Califor- 
nia. The year 1925 was no different from the usual except that it 
presented for the first time a consignment of strictly first class 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls. The entire offerings heretofore having been 
made up of Herefords and Shorthorns. The Davis event which is 
held in March, usually, has Paengona: pe ie established as af- 
‘ding an oppoitunity to select bulls of merit. ; , 
my tha ng ies Congdon & Battles, of Yakima, Washington, 
ventured to consign ten head of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls from their fa- 
mous Rosemere herd; Mr. H. O. 
Harrison, of San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia, contributed three head from 
his wonderful collection so recently 
assembled and the only other indi- 
vidual was contributed by Univer- 
sity Farm, Davis, California. It 
was felt that the enterprise would 
prove to be a missionary event as 
the breed is so new on the West 
Coast and the probabilities were 
that little demand would material- 
ize. But to the contrary and very 
agreeably so the results warrant 
wotking up a full sale complement 
for 1926. Perhaps Mr. Otto V. Bat- 
tles, of the firm of Congdon & Bat- 
tles best expresses the results in 
the following manner: 

“For the past several years the 
sale has been an annual event, but 
confined heretofore to Shorthorns 
and Herefords. This year Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders were invited 
to join, due I believe, to the influ- 
ence of Mr. Harrison of San Fran- 
cisco.

average price brought for Aber- 
deen-Angus was over that of the 
Herefords and Shorthorns. Our 
plans are made to sacrifice a few 
more bulls next year for the good 
of the cause, because I believe that 
if we supply some Black bulls, the 
purchasers in the end will be so 
satisfied with results that it will 
ultimately lead to the adoption of 
the Blacks in our territory and that 
in the end will bring out the proper 
prices for breeding cattle.”

Alfalfa Sure Money Maker. 

Iowa farmers who do not take advantage 
of alfalfa and other soil-building plants in their 
crop scheme are depriving themselves of prof- 
its that they might well reap, according to the 
Blue Valley Creamery Institute, which finds 
that while the trend of alfalfa production is up- 
ward it is not displacing timothy and mixed 
grasses rapidly enough considering the vast 
areas in the state still devoted to these less 
profitable forage crops. Only 276,000 acres in 
the state are in alfalfa as compared with 646,- 
000 acres of timothy, despite the fact that the 
latter will yield only 1.4 tons of hay to the acre 
to the former’s 3 tons, the Institute states. 
Use of imported alfalfa seed totally unsuited to

Individuals of off type, 
lacking in the qualities that make Aberdeen-Angus beef superior 
are not going to find a ready market even though general prices 
show a marked increase; their family or tribal connections are go- 
ing to be of little value unless the indivuality is present in a pro- 
nounced degree. Every man who has seed stock of high calibre to 
spare at this time should advise Journal readers to that effect in 
order that these new herds may be properly started on the road to 
success,

DEHORNING RANGE CATTLE 
GAINING MANY ADHERENTS. 

“Dehorned cattle had an additional valuation in all the large 
markets of from 50 cents to $1 an animal. This applies to both 
feeders and killers. For this reason several of the larger livestock 
concerns of the Tucson district are installing dehorning chutes at 
their main corrals. 

The device, governed by levers, adjusts itself to the animal’s 
neck and body, so that it becomes immovable during the process of 
dehorning. One man operates the squeeze from the dehorning stan- 
chion. The sides are thus brought together, holding the animal se- 
curely from the feet up, so that the animal cannot lie down. Two 
stanchions come together about the animal’s neck, while a padded 
noserod pins the animal’s muzzle down so that the head is held im-

TESTED METHODS OF LIVE 
STOCK IMPROVEMENT. 


With all that has been printed and said abou : 
value of improved live stock and with the number al ae 
fairs and shows devoted largely to the display of animal excellene 
the casual obse1ver may conclude that a large proportion of oy : 
mestic live stock is now pure bred or at least well bred, The f nf 
however, lead to another conclusion. seis 

The need for improving live stock in this country is brought to 

the fore in a recent publication of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, Miscellaneous Circular 33, Some Tested Methods Co 
Live Stock Improvement, by D. S. Burch of the Bureau of ideal 
Industry. The circular says that this need is apparent on almost 
every hand, and sets out to help meet this need by outlining various 
methods for bringing about more widespread use of superior breed- 
ing animals. - 
_ Among the methods described as having been useful in bring- 
ing about improvement are the Better Sires—Better Stock plan 
boys’ and girls’ clubs, demonstrations, exhibits, scrub sire trials 
breeders’ associations, cow-testing associations, cooperative bull as. 
sociations, stallion registry, Government horse breeding activities 
ton-litter contest, thousand-pound calf clubs, ram rings, poultry in. 
provement activities, and legislation. Considerable detail is given 
in the circular concerning the ways these various methods have 
been used and some of the results which have been obtained. 

In a forword to the circular, Dr. John R. Mohler, chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, says, “The widespread use of inferior 
male breeding animals has been for many years a cause of low pro- 
duction per animal and of needlessly poor quality. The continuance 
of such conditions is uneconomical and unnecessary. The direct and 
practical means of improvement is to use breeding animals, espec- 
ially sires, which are true representatives of breeds developed fora 
definite, useful purpose. 

“Live stock improvement,” he says, “has proved very popular, 
not only with those who produce the animals, but with those who 
help to market them and those who use their products. Indeed, it 
has become a national movement. It adds to the prosperity of the 
entire community and increases the palatability of our meats, A 
sound method that is capable of increasing the returns of farmers 
in a single county by $100,000 needs but a fair trial. Let us hasten 
such improvement wherever live stock are kept.”

FRESH AIR FOR 
THE CHILDREN. 

Proper ventilation of school buildings is essential. Fifteen pet 
cent of the high school juniors, in a study recently made, stated 
that the school could help more than it does to develop health hab- 
its by looking aften ventilation more carefully. Of those stating 
ways in which the school tends to produce ill health, 40 per cett 
mentioned “poor ventilation.” Pupils want fresh air. Twenty-one 
per cent of the 15,075 answering included “fresh air” amo the 
“three best health habits possessed.” This recreation-indulging 
group placed it second only to “plenty of exercise.” ‘ 

Small rural schools meet the requirements by providing ventil 
ating heaters or satisfactorily jacketed stoves with adequate fres 
air inlets and foul air outlets. Some have furnaces, gravity exhaust 
ducts, and window boards at the majority of the windows. 
window boards are frequently panes of glass one foot high set 
deflectors in the window sash. These, properly regulated, sev? 
ventilation needs admirably. J 

According to experiments pe1formed under the direction of ae 
New York State Ventilation Commission, window-ventilated room 
with gravity exhausts seemed fresher and freer from odor and more 
comfortable as to temperature than rooms equipped with more x 
pensive fan systems.

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Iowa Holds Successful “Hey Day” 


Perhaps one of the most enthusiastic gath- 


erings of real wideawake Iowa farmers is 
to be found annually assembled at the Er- 
periment station at Ames on what is known 
as the “Iowa Hey Day.” This year the dem- 
onstrations were given at the central pa- 
vilion at the college grounds on March 27th. 
Early in the morning the cars began to roll 
in and by the time the program was to start 
the pavillion was packed to the portals. It 
became necessary to ask the student body to 
relinquish seats in favor of the farmers and 
their sons who had driven in especially for 
the occasion. The entry ways were packed 
so it was with difficulty that the groups of 
cattle were brought into the pavillion; the 
windows were darkened with human figures 
clinging in relays to “take in” what they 
possibly could of the information to be giv- 
en out. 

The experimental station at Ames serious- 
ly needs better facilities for taking care of 
these big gatherings, which are of such im- 
portance to the farmers and feeders of Iowa. 
There is need for a pavillion with ample ca- 
pacity, one that may be arranged also with 
a view to eliminating all hazard to the spec- 
tators once they gain admission. The Jour- 
nal would like to see in the not far distant 
future a structure that will invite still a 
greater number of farmers annually, for 
here it is that information of genuine value 
is disseminated without fear or prejudice, 
just such information as our good people are 
ve for in their every day feeding prob- 
ems. 

Prof. John M. Evvard, was in charge of 
the lecture pertaining to the methods and 
manner in which the various groups of cat- 
tle were fed and handled. He is a live wire 
dealing in facts as he finds them in his work 
and is ‘able to present the information as- 
certained in a pleasing and satisfying man- 
ner. 

There were ten groups of cattle in the ex- 
periment and each group was handled in 
just a little different manner. The cattle 
had been selected from one ranch and were 
very uniform to start with. Each group was 
sorted so that none should have any appar- 
ent advantage of the other. Each group 
contained its small, its large coarse, and its 
more refined types, thus giving none an ad- 
vantage in the get away. 


Packer buyers were on hand to place val- 
uations on each of the separate groups prior 
to the opening of the program and it was 
found after a careful compilation of the fig- 
ures pertaining to costs, gains, etc., that the 
group which made the best gains or rather 
showed the most margin had received a 
small amount of mineral mixture. It was 
also found that a molasses feed in lieu of 
linseed oilmeal was not successful. Good al- 
falfa hay found a very favorable position in 
this experiment, proving superior to the var- 
ious soy bean hays used in some of the lots. 

The amount of feed required for each 100 
pounds of gain were tabulated and placed in 
the hands of the men at the ringside so they 
could follow closely every detail. For the 
purpese of computing these costs the follow- 
ing prices were allowed for the various 
feeds: Shelled corn, $1.16 per bushel, or 
$41.42 per ton (14 per cent moisture basis) ; 
other feeds ton basis: Linseed oil meal, 
$48.00; Molasses Feed, $40.00; Armour’s 
Meat Meal Tankage $65.00; Mineral Mixture 
A, $30.00; Sand, $2.00; Corn Silage, $8.75; 
Alfalfa Hay, $20.00; Soy Bean Hay, $20.00; 
Flake Salt, $20.00; Block Salt, $20.00. Ini- 


-tial cost feeder steers, Ames, $8.08 per hun- 


dred-weight. The valuations placed on the 
different lots varied from $11.10 to $11.60 
Chicago; and the dressing percentages were 
set at from 61 to 638 per cent. 

To those who have failed or neglected to 
avail themselves of this opportunity to gath- 
er facts and really witness the results of 
various methods of feeding it is well worth 
the while and the effort to be present. Ex- 
perimental stations throughout the country 
are doing a great work in this line and it is 
to be hoped that Iowa will go along and 
bring out from year to year more and more 
facts of worth to cattle and hog feeders. The 
Jouinal was pleased to note the great num- 
ber of young men present and that they 
were keen with interrogations. 

The cattle used this year were a choice 
lot of two-year-old Herefords of pure bred 
extraction and they made a fine showing. 
The Journal is of the opinion that an experi- 
ment in which younger cattle were used 
would strike a popular chord with the cattle- 
men of Iowa.

ATTENTION HOUSEWIVES 
PURCHASE CAREFULLY. 

Although the price and quality of food 
products purchased by the housewife are 


The temperature of- 


very important, the quantity actually deliv- 
ered is a point to be watched carefully by 
the purchaser, home economics specialists at 
State College point out. 

First of all, the housewife should have 
weighing scales of 10 to 30 pound capacity, 
a quart, pint, and half pint liquid measure, 
a quart dry measure, a nest of dry measures 
from one quart to one-half bushel and a yard 
measure or tape three to six feet in length. 

The liquid measures should: be cylindrical 
or conical with the top diameter smaller 
than the bottom diameter. They should be 
of metal or enamel ware and strong. The 
dry measures should be made of metal or of 
well varnished wood with a band of metal 
around the top. The scale should be handled 
carefully, be kept clean and dry and must 
also. be kept in balance.

The champion bull 
brought 700 gs. from Mr. Macbeth of Dunira 
and another Ballindalloch bull was bought 
for Kinermony at 640 gs. The reserve cham- 
pion bull, Mr. Whyte of Hayston’s Eclipse, 
was sold to the Prince of Wales at 550 gs., 
and the same owner’s Bold Batman to Mr. 
James Sidey at 620 gs. Mr. R. Hendry, 
Netherton, sold one of his bulls, a first prize- 
winner, to Lord Glenconner for 500 gs. 
There was a good demand for the best class 
of bulls for export and quite a number were 
sold to go to Ireland. 

At Aberdeen there were sold the large 
number of 428 head. Of these 359 were bulls 
and the average price of these showed an 
improvement on last year of no less than 
£12. The highest figure was 550 gs., paid 
for the reserve champion bull from Mulben.

The champion bull 
was an April Ruth from Ballindalloch, Re- 
minder, by Jorum of Ballindalloch, with Mr. 
Whyte of Hayston’s Bright Eclipse reserve. 
For the championship of the show the Bal- 
lindalloch bull was defeated by Mr. John S. 
Grant’s Pride heifer, Klondyke. 

All day on Tuesday the sale ring was 
crowded and trade was of the healthiest pos- 
sible nature. There was a strong demand 
for good crossing bulls and for breeders’ 
bulls trade was also animated. The top price 
of Tuesday was 460 gs., paid for a third 
prize-winner. Mr. James Whyte, who was 
the buyer, withdrew his first prize taker in 
the same class, winner of the reserve bull 
championship, at 480 gs., but sold him the 
following day to the Prince of Wales at 550 
gs.

slaughter pens stared them all in the face. 
A couple of young men with farms nearby 
managed to get almost the entire female 
consignment for just one bid above what the 
butcher was willing to pay. So the prices on 
these cows and heifers were based on their 
size and condition of flesh. It was rather 
hard for the consigners to make such a sacri- 
fice however if the two young men develop 
into good live wire breeders the sale will 
not prove to he a failure. 

There was a good demand for bulls but 
there were not enough men there to make 
strong competition, else many of the good 
young bulls would have doubled the prices 
realized. This only demonstrates more clear- 
ly that the men who ate looking for bargains 
never should miss a public auction for one 
never knows what fate has in store for the 
man who is selling. 

The next sale to be held at Omaha will be 
on May 14th at which time an exceptional 
outstanding lot of cattle including a great 
array of bulls will be offered. The season 
will be advanced to the time when the bulls 
will be needed and the event should prove 
more successful. If you are on the buying 
side, Mr. Reader, just mark this date down 
and make ariangements to be present, for 
one never knows just where the bargains 
will be found.
